They deprecate any means of intimi- 
dation to force the government into the hands of a mi- 
nority, and acknowledge no other tribunal but the 
Judiciary, to decide on the acts of Congress. They 
are opposed to the bill from the Secretary of the 
Treasury, as alike injurious to all the great interests 
of the country, and especially destructive of the com-

REPORTS OF WAR AND OF COALITION AGAINST FRANCE. 
From Le Constiiutionnel of April th 

We have this day received information of high im- 
portance, which we do not hesitate to make known to 
the country and to the Government. We do not 
vouch-—we deem it our duty to obeerve—for the au- 
thenticity of all the facts, nor of all the details; but 
the character and position of the person who has eub- 
scribed the letter which contains them, inspire us with, 
and really merit euch a confidence, that this letter be- 
comesa grave document. In not pubimling it, we 
should think ourselves wanting in our duty to the in- 
terests of France —to the guarantees of its security — 
to the necessity of obwerving @ stricter guard than ever 
over the proyects of foreign powers, and over the in- 
ternal intrigues of a faction which has an understand- 
mg with them —to the necessity of dietrusting their 
pacific protestations, their means of delay ; and to com- 
pel them to declare, in a word, for peace or for war. 
This os the document, euch it has reached us—

CHOLERA IN FRANCE. 
In the French papers, the progress of the Cholera con- 
tinues to be the leading, and almost the only topic of | 
wtelligence. The ravages of the pestilence have been 
truly appalling. It is believed that the violence of the | 
sikeate has abated in the capital, but it is epreading | 
with desolating fury through the provinces. The go- 
vernment reports of the deaths in Paris, are said not | 
to be depended upon. They embrace only the returns | 
of cases terminating fatally within the walle of Paris, | 
while the disease is raging with awful destructiveness | 
in all the environs. any of the most eminent medi- 
cal men have fallen victims to it. The deaths in Pa-| 
ris, down to the 29th of April, are estimated in letters | 
from medical men, at from 22,000 to 30,000 persons. | 
The accounts to the 22d, stated the deaths in tne capi- | 
tal to have amounted to 20,000. There had been up- 
wards of 1000 deaths in a single day. Accounts had 
reached Paria that the discase had made its er 
ance in the departments of Seme et Marne, Seine In- 
ferieure, Aube, Eure, Eure et Loire, Loire Inferieure, 
Loiret, Mease, Nord, Oise, Pas de Calais, Var, Somme | 
and Yonne. The deaths at Roucn have not been so | 
numerous as might have been expected. From the | 
Sth to Z3d, they amounted only to 63. The disease 
has not yet visited Lyons. By order of the Govern- 
ment, the funerals are condoned by night, and | 
trenches, instead of graves, are dug for the reception | 
of bodies, which are brought in cart-loads to this me- 
lancholy place of sepulture. Such has been the mor- | 
tality of late, that the government has been absolutely 
Pe a to employ the artillery horses for this melag 
choly service. | 

The angel of death seems indeed to have stretched | 
hie arm over the empire. “In the midst of these fright- | 
ful ravages,” says one of the latest accounts, “ while | 
death on his pale horse seems in Paris to be careering 
over that devoted city, we still look in vain for any na- 
tional acknowledgment of Gud. The Arch-bishop of 
Paria, has, indeed, ordered prayers to be offered in the | 
Roman Catholic Churches for forty days, but this is! 
the voluntary act of this prelate, and has not been | 
adopted under the authority and sanction of the govern- | 
ment of the country.” | 

The mortality has been equally great with that at-| 
tending the ravages of the Plague in London, in the 
reign of Charles Il, The deaths at that time is said 
never to have exceeded 1000 per day, or 7000 per | 
week. The total number of deaths, during the conti- | 
nuance of the pestilence at that time—a period of se- 
ven or eight months—was 70,000, The population of 
Pari is larger than was that of London, at the time 
referred to; but the deaths have also been more nu- | 
merous in a given period. 

It w deeply to be regretted by the friends of the pre- 
sent government in France, that M. Perier has expe- 
rienced a relapse, and his condition is such that it will 
be impossible for him to resume the direction of the 
Minmstry for many months, if ever. In order to sub- | 
duc the more urgent symptoms of this malady, (says | 
the London Courier of April 28th.) depletion has been | 
carried to such an extent that a long time must neces- | 
sarily elapse ere he can regain strength; and a new | 
disease has been the result of the course which, in the 
extremity of his danger, his physicians were forced to 
adopt. fle is now suffering from an affection of the 








brain, which renders it essential that he should be 
kept perfectly quiet, and his dearest friends are 4 
longer allowed to visit him. Still, however, there are | 
hopes that quiet will restore him to comparative health | 
of body, and perfect sanity of mind. In consequence 

of this Lelelaie event—for itis deplorable, consider- | 
ing how much the friends of order in France, and of | 
peace in Europe, relied on the integrity and judgment |
